a) “The Jewish Cultural Society la run by the Camnunioto and has little 
popularity among the Jews; however, some of thaw Dust frequent its iw«t- 

and i? they work in state Job: which they might lose otherwise 

or In factories. Hie Society is now ctu/ryimc. on a strong propaganda 

campaign agai nst xumxgration to Israel. Its amateur drama club performs 
short propaganda plays presenting Israel as a wired -off concentration 
ceaQ> which anybody can enter but which Is impossible to leave, etc. 
Starvation and police terror reign inside. 

b) “The Jewish Religious Congregation in D zierxoaiow is financed by the 

state (Office for Denominational Affairs). It maintains the local 
synagogue which however has no local rabbi, only a cantor, sad eaplcys 
several people including the chairman of the Congregation who is paid 
1,260 zlotys a month, and two kosher butchers. The Jews are prevented 
from frequenting the synagogue too often und only * few sore able to be 
there every Saturday because of the 'work discipline 1 regulations in 
factories end workshops. Even so, more people may be seen In the synagogue 
than ever gather at the neotiags of the Jewish Cultural Society. Some tine 
ago the Society even transferred its premises to a house opposite the 
synagogue, in order to be neorer tho real center of the local Jewish life.
